REMARKABLE   CAREER   CLOTHES 

PRESIDENT   IVINS   WITH    CREATNESS 

The     life    of     President     Anthony     W. 

Ivihs,    who    to-morrow    in    Salt    Lake   will 

observe  his  eighty-second  birthday  is  re- 
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pletc  with  man}  things  accomplished. 
This  gray-haired  Church  official,  still  the 
possessor  of  a  keen  mind  and  an  alert, 
active  body  lias  the  privilege  of  look- 
ing back  on  this  milestone  of  his  life's 
journey  with  satisfaction  upon  many 
things  well  done. 

It  is  imposible  to  measure  in  any  degree 
the  worth  of  this  man's  life.  But  suffice 
it  to  say  that  it  is  great. 

He  has  been  a  pioneer.  He  is  num- 
bered with  the  foremost  of  those  men 
and  women  whose  memories  are  sacred. 
Those  who  have  laid  the  foundation  upon 
which  the  great  heritage  of  to-day  is 
built.  He,  with  these  other  men  and 
women,  lived  the  bare,  but  fruitful  lives 
of  pioneers.  It  was  their  lives  of  de- 
votion, their  integrity  toward  one  another 
and  their  God,  their  courage  in  facing  the 
hardships  of  frontier  life  and  their  adher- 
ence to  spiritual  ideals  that  have 
"  earned  "  for  us  that  which  we  enjoy 
to-day.  Can  the  worth  of  any  of  these 
be  measured?  Not  now  or  ever. 
Lover  of  Nature. 

And  to  this  class  belongs  our  beloved 
Church -leader,  one  of  the  few  survivors 
of  those  historic  years. 

Many  of  those  years  in  his  life  have 
been  spent  out  of  doors,  close  to  nature. 
He  loves  nature,  which  in  turn  has  smiled 
so  kindly   upon   him. 

To  him  no  time  spent  in  the  great  open 
spaces  is  wasted.  It  is  full  to  overflow- 
ing. He  has  been  a  cowboy.  He  has 
followed  the  herd,  camped  on  the  prairie. 
'  Tony  "  Ivins,  as  he  was  known  then, 
and  still  is  called  by  his  closer  friends, 
knows  what  it  is  to  work  long  hard  hours 
branding  cattle,  plowing  ground  and 
doing  other  things  under  pioneer  condi- 
tions. 

Earlv  in  his  life  he  committed  to 
memory  a  poem  entitled  "  The  Cowboy's 
Prayer."  I  am  going  to  reproduce  it 
here  because  many  thousands  of  people 
have  heard  it,  from  his  lips,  and  also 
because  it  so  clearly  depicts  the  ideals  of 
his  early   life  on  the  plains. 

THE  COWBOY'S  PRAYER. 

0  Lord,      I've      never      lived      where 
churches  grow, 

1  love  creation  better  as  it  stood 
The  day  you  finished  it  so  long  ago, 
And  looked  upon  your  work  and  called 

it   £ock1. 


I  know  thai  others  find  you  in  the  light 
That's  sifted  down  through  tinted  win- 
dow panes, 
And  that  I,  too,  find  you  near  to-night 
In  this  dim,  quiet  starlight,  on  the 
plains. 

I  thank  thee,  Lord,  that  I  am  placed  so 

well, 
That   thou   hast   made   my   freedom   so 

complete, 
That  I'm  no  slave  of  whistle,  clock  or 

bell, 
Or    weak-eyed    prisoner    in    walled -up 

street. 

Just  let  me  live  my  life  as  I've  begun, 
Give  me  work  that's  open  to  the  sky, 
Make  me  a  pardner  with  the  wind  and 

sun, 
And  I'll  not  ask  a  place  that's  soft  or 

high. 

Let  me  be  easy  on  the  man  that's  down, 
Make  me  free  and  generous  with  all, 
I'm    careless,    Lord,    sometimes    when 

I'm  in  town, 
But    never    let    them    call    me    mean    or 

small. 

Make  me  big  and  open,  like  the  plains 

on    which    I    ride, 
Honest  as  the  horse  between  my  knees, 
Clean    as    the    wind    that   blows   behind 

the    rain, 
Free  as  the  hawk,   which  circles  down 

the  breeze. 

Forgive  me,    Lord,   when   sometimes   I 

forget. 
You   know  the   reasons   which   are  hid, 
You  know  about  the  things  which  gall 

and  fret, 
You  know  me  better  than  mv  mother 

did. 
Just  keep  an  eye  on  all  that's  said  and 

done, 
Just  right  me  always  when  I  turn  aside, 
And   guide    me    on    the    long    dim    trail 

ahead 
Which    stretches    upwards,    toward    the 

Great  Divide. 

Prepared  for  Life. 

Those  years  meant  much  to  him.  They 
prepared  him  for  that  great  game  of  life 
which  was  to  come  later.  In  them  he 
learned  to  accept  responsibility.  Here 

are  his  own  words  culled  from  one  of  the 
sermons  of  his  past  ;  , 
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'The  manner  of  life  thai  ;i  man  lives 
must  of  necessity  be  greatly  influenced 
by  environment.  The  great  open  spaces, 
tin'  solitude  and  silence  of  the  desert,  the 
majesty  of  the  mountains,  and  the  wild 
things  that  make  their  homes  in  these 
solitary  plaees  have  been  my  companions. 

'  The  music  of  the  pines  as  tlii'  wind 
whistles  through  them,  and  gurgling 
streams    as    they    wind    their    way    to    the 

sea    have   been    music   to   me,    and   have 

helped  to  make  life  beautiful,   when   with- 
out them   it   would  have  been  lonely. 

"  They  were  men  of  few  words,  these 
silent  riders  of  the  hills  and  plains  with 
whom  I  worked.  Men  profoundly  re- 
ligious, who  held  religions  of  others  in 
reverential  respect.  Men  of  unsur- 
passed courage,  but  with  hearts  as 
tender  as  the  hearts  of  women  where 
acts  of  mercy  were  required.  He  was 
not  an  egotist,  this  early  pioneer  whose 
Vision  was  confined  to  his  own  restricted 
environment.  He  was  just  a  brave,  plain 
spoken  man  who  knew  that  the  Lord  was 
knocking  at  the  door  of  the  hearts  of 
all  men,  and  that  if  he  would  only  keep 
thi'  latch-stdng  on  the  outside  as  it 
always  hung  on  his  cabin  door,  the  Lord 
would  come  in,  and  bring  peace  to  his 
soul. 

Teach   Faith  in  God. 

'  These  men  were  my  teachers,  the 
guardians  of  my  youth.  They  taught 
me  faith  in  a  living  God,  that  he  is  the 
same  kind  Heavenly  Father  that  he  has 
ever  been,  to  watch  over  and  direct  those 
who  put  their  faith  in  him.  They  taught 
me  loyalty  to  my  country,  and  obedience 
to  its  laws.  They  taught  me  both  by 
precept  and  example,  to  defraud  no  man, 
though  the  thing  involved  may  be  small. 
They  taught  me  the  fundamentals  of  in- 
tegrity, industry,  economy  and  charity — 
truths  as  necessary  to-day  as  they  have 
ever  been.  They  taught  me  that  the  law 
^i  chastity  was  to  be  held  as  sacred  as 
life  itself.'" 

President  Evins  has  often  declared  that 
these  things  were  the  heritage  of  the  pio- 
neers to  him.  Yet  clearly  he  is  himself  a 
pioneer,  and  while  these  men  may  have 
been  his  teachers,  yet  these  are  his  heri- 
tage to  his  associates,  friends  and 
followers  to-dav.  It  is  these  lessons  of 
life,  early  mastered,  which  add  to  his 
intrinsic   worth    as   a   pioneer.

In  still   another  greal    field  his   worth   is 

immeasurable.  It  is  a  field  in  which  he 
early  elected  to  serve  and  in  which  he  has 
risen  from  the  lowest  rank  to  one  of  the 
three  highest  positions  attainable.  It  is 
the  held  of  service  to  man-kind  through 
the  medium  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.  Once  ;i  Deacon 
in  the  greal  body  of  Priesthood  in  the 
Church,  President  Ivins  has  arisen  to  the 
position  of  Apostle  and  a  member  of  tin- 
First  Presidency,  as  first  counsellor  to 
President    Heber    J.    Grant. 

Devoted  to  Church. 

In  just  as  great  a  measure  as  his  life 
as  a  pioneer  helped  to  build  up  the  com- 
monweath  of  the  west  has  his  devotion  to 
his  religion  and  his  fellow  men  been  felt 
throughout    the  Church. 

Rcligously  he  has  held  every  office  in 
the  Priesthood  from  that  of  a  deacon, 
dusting  off  the  benches  and  kindling  the 
fires,  to  that  of  a  member  of  the  First 
Presidency.  He  has  been  general  super- 
intendent of  the  (heat  Y. M.M.I. A.  of  the 
Church,  has  filled  several  missions  and 
presided  over  two  large  stakes. 

Most  of  the  years  of  his  life  have  be<  n 
devoted  to  the  Church.  The  principles 
of  the  gospel,  he  accepted,  when  in  his 
youth  have  grown  stronger  within  him 
as  they  passed  until  to-day  they  mean 
everything  in  his  life.        He  has  given  his

nil  for  the  Church.  Many  times  he  has 
sacrificed  all  his  vvordlj  possessions  to  go 
into  the  mision  field  and  lor  other  callings 
of  his  Church  leaders.  Yet  in  the  mind 
of  this  great  man  there  is  not  a  shadow 
of  a  thought  that  the  Church  owes  him 
anything; 

'  I  owe  all  that  I  have  in  worldly 
possessions,  health  and  happiness,  to  the 
ideals  of   my   religion,"   he   says. 

Bears  Own  Testimony. 

To  get  a  clear  word  picture  of  what  the 
Church  means  to  him  and  of  his  testi- 
mony, we  have  his  own  words  as  follows  : 

"  This  is  life  eternal,  that  they  might 
know  thee,  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesus 
Christ  whom  thou  hast  sent."  (fohn 
17    :  3.) 

"  Except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  can- 
not see  the  kingdom  of  God."  (fohn 
3    :  3.) 

"  At  a  very  early  period  in  my  life  I 
began  to  read  books.  At  eight  years  ot 
age  I  was  quite  familiar  with  English 
history,  which  was  my  first  interesting 
study. 

"  A  little  later  I  began  the  study  of  the 
scripture.  Among  the  pasages  which  im- 
pressed me  were  those  quoted  above. 
Eternal  life,  I  reasoned,  was  the  greatest 
of  all  gifts.  To'  attain  it,  according  to 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  one  must  know 
God,  and  his  son,  Jesus  Christ.  To  even 
see  the  Kingdom  of  God,  much  less  enter 
into  it,  one  must  be  born  again.  I  asked 
myself  what  this  new  birth  consisted  of. 

Must   Do   Will. 

"  I  learned,  as  I  read  further,  that  to 
know  the  truth  of  the  doctrines  taught 
by  the  Redeemer,  it  is  necessary  to  do 
the  will  of  the  Father.  Converted  to 
the  truth  of  this  doctrine,  a  strong  con- 
viction came  to  me  that  if  I  were  ever  to 
obtain  an  abiding  testimony  of  the  truth 
of  the  doctrines  of  the  gospel  it  was 
necessary  to  live  a  clean  life.  I  must  be 
truthworthy,  temperate,  virtuous,  in  a 
word  must  do  the  will  of  the  Father,  as 
the  Son  had  commanded.  Then  came 
a  careful  reading  of  the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon. Xo  book  that  I  had  ever  read 
since,   impressed  me  as  did  this  book. 

'.'  I  read  it  in  connection  with  works 
treating  upon  the  archaeologv  of  the 
American  continent  and  was  thoroughly 
convinced   of   its   divine    authenticity   and 


I  ruth.  When  I  read  the  List  chapter  of 
the  book  I  was  profoundly  impressed  with 
tin-  promise  made  by  Moroni  in  which  lie 
says  that  any  one  who  would  read  the 
things  which  he  has  written,  and  ask  the 
Father,  in  faith  believing,  shall  know  the 
t tuth  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Custom  to  Pray. 

It  was  my  custom,  while  making 
these  investigations,  to  go  to  a  remote 
place  which  I  had  selected  and  there  pray 
to  the  Lord  for  wisdom  that  I  might 
understand  the  things  which  I  read.  On 
one  of  these  occasions,  after  reading  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  the  testimony  which  I 
desired,  came  to  me.  A  great  jov  filled 
my  soul,  I  was  very  happy.  I  felt  that 
my  transgressions  were  forgiven,  and  I 
loved  and  forgave  everyone.  That  my 
Redeemer  lived,  and  had  restored  his 
gospel  through  the  instrumentality  of 
Joseph  Smith,  the  great  prophet  of  this 
dispensation,  seemed  as  certain  to  me  as 
my   own   existence. 

The  scripture  was  easy  to  understand. 
I  knew  that  the  words  of  the  prophets 
would  be  fulfilled,  the  covenant  people 
of  the  Lord  gathered  and  redeemed  and 
that  the  kingdom  and  coming  of  the  Lord 
was  near. 

The  experience  and  observations  of 
50  years  have  confirmed  that  testimony 
and  if  possible  made  it  stronger  than  ever 
before.  I  have  never  been  in  doubt  for 
a  moment  but  have  waited  patientlv  and 
happily  for  the  consummation  of  the  work 
of  the  Lord  and  his  glorious  coming  to 
reign  among  men,  which  I  know  is  very- 
near  at    hand. 

"  I  bear  testimony  that  Joseph  Smith 
was  and  is  to-day  the  prophet  of  this 
dispensation,  the  chosen  instrument  of 
the  Lord,  through  whom  the  Gospel  has 
been  restored  to  earth,  that  its  inhabi- 
tants may  be  warned  and  brought  to  re- 
pentance if  they  are  to  avoid  the  judg- 
ments of  the  Almighty  which  hangs  over 
them. " 

To  single  out  any  particular  field  of 
Church  service  to  which  he  has  been  most 
valuable  is  difficult.  He  has  been  equally 
as  interested  and  energetic  in  priesthood 
service,  auxiliary  work  and  genealogical 
and    temple   activities. 

In  his  multiple  endeavours  as  a  Church 
leader  he   has  endeared   himself  to   thou-

sands  who  have  known  him.  [Those 
whom  he  has  met  in  Church  work  in 
many  parts  of  the  country,  in  his  many 
travels  have  been  cheered  by  his  enthusi- 
asm for  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged. 
His  strong  testimony,  his  integrity  to 
the  ideals  of  his  Church,  have  won  him 
many  friends. 

His  esteem  of  his  many  friends  is 
'equally  as  sincere.  This  is  how  he 
regards  them  :  "  I  love  the  gospel  be- 
cause of  this  hope  which  has  come  to 
me.  I  live  in  anticipation  of  reunion 
with  those  1  love  after  death.  I  want 
no  heaven  away  from  my  own,  but  to 
be  with  my  father  and  mother,  my 
children  and  kindred,  with  you,  my 
brethren  and  sisters,  with  whom  I  have 
laboured  and  borne  the  burdens  of  this 
mortal  life,  and  I  know  that  my  desire 
will  be  realized  if  I  am  true  to  the  cove- 
nants which  I  have  made  with  the  Lord 
and    my   fellow   men." 

Always  President  Ivins  has  had  as  his 
working-  capital,  integrity  and  devotion  to 
any  cause  he  might  be  serving.  It  has 
brought  him  rich  dividends  in  health, 
happiness  and  friendship.  Listen  to  the 
tribute  paid  by  one  close  to  him,  one 
who  has  known  his  integrity  and  devotion 
to  mankind.

A  living  tribute  by 

President  Heber  J.  Grant 

to  Anthony  W.  Ivins. 

I  am  glad  to  respond  to  your  request 
for  a  tribute  to  President  Anthony  W  . 
Ivins.  To-morrow  being  his  eighty- 
second  birthday,  with  all  my  heart  I 
earnestly  pray  that  he  may  have  many 
happy  returns  of  the  day.  Anthony, 
who  happens  to  be  a  cousin  of  mine,  has 
been  a  diligent  student  from  childhood, 
an  outstanding  leader  of  boys,  and  then 
of  the  young  men  of  the  Church  having 
presided  as  superintendent  of  the 
V. M.M.I. A.  in  St.  George  stake  and  sub- 
sequently as  president  of  the  general 
board  having  jurisdiction  over  the  entire 
Church. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  presidency  of 
the  St.  George  stake  and  represented 
the  people  of  Washington  county  a  num- 
ber of  times  in  the  Utah  legislature.  I 
was  assured  by  a  number  of  bankers, 
merchants  and  mining  men  at  a  meeting, 
where  I  was  the  only  member  of  the 
Church,  that  before  I  came  into  the  meet- 
ing they  had  been  discussing  my  cousin 
and  were  unanimous  that  he  was  the  most 
outstanding  man  in   Utah  legislature. 

While  presiding  over  the  Juarez  stake 
in  Mexico  and  while  the  president  of  the 
Mexican  colonization  company,  he  was 
the  outstanding  man  in  the  colonies. 
While  visiting  President  Diaz  in  company 
with  the  late  John  Henry  Smith,  Mr. 
Smith  told  me  that  President  Diaz  re- 
marked, "  Mr.  Ivins,  then-  is  not  a  man 
in  the  entire  Mexican  republic  who  is 
more  welcome  than  you.  Every  pledge 
made  by  your  colonization  company  has 
been  fulfilled  to  the  limit  and  it  is  a  real 
joy  to  do  business  with  a  gentleman  who 
speaks  my  native  tongue  as  if  he  were 
a  native  born  Castilian.  It  is  music  to 
my    ears.         Come    often,    came    often." 

When  President  Ivins  was  called  from 
Mexico  to  heroine  a  member  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  the  then  presi- 
dent of  the  •Council,  Francis  M.  Lyman, 
opened  his  doors  of  welcome  by  saying: 
"  Anthony  W.  Ivins,  you  come  into  this 
council   the   peer   of   any   man    in   it." 
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As  a  city  and  county  official  and  a 
legislator,  as  a  cattle  and  horse  man,  as 
a  merchant  and  as  a  banker,  as  a  Bible 
and  Book  of  Mormon  student  he  was  a 
leader.  As  a  maker  of  friends  with  the 
poor  Indians  of  Utah,  with  boys,  young 
men  and  men  of  maturity  of  high  or  low 
standing,  with  education  or  without  edu- 
cation, he  was  the  most  successful  of 
any  man  I  have  ever  known.  From  our 
childhood  we  have  been  more  like 
brothers  than  cousins. 

As  a  student  of  history  I  do  not  know 
his  equal.  His  great  knowledge  of  the 
Bible  and  the  Book  of  Mormon  makes 
him  valuable  to  me  as  a  counsellor  in 
the  Presidency  of  the  Church  beyond  my 
power  to  express.  In  closing  this  testi- 
monial on  behalf  of  an  outstanding  per- 
sonality, I  might  cite  one  incident 
illustrating  the  high  esteem  in  which  he 
is    held    by    his    fellow7    citizens. 

Nearly  40  years  ago,  the  first  Demo- 
cratic convention  ever  held  in  Utah  wired 
me  asking  where  thev  could  find  him.  He 
was  then  on  the  Kaibab  Mountain  closing 
up  the  business  of  the  Kaibab  Cattle 
company  prior  to  going  to  Mexico.  The 
telegram  stated  that  they  would  nomi- 
nate him  by  acclamation  to<  be  the  first 
governor  of  the  State  of  Utah. 

Taking  all  in  all,  I  have  never  known 
a  man  so  successful  in  so  many  ways  as 
Anthony  W.  Ivins  has  been.  His  worth 
to  the  Church  and  the  state  cannot  be 
overestimated. 


A  tribute  by  President

Associate  in  First  Presidency. 

"  In  the  last  analysis,  food,  clothing 
and  shelter  are  the  basic  elements  of  life  ;

Ivins  was  and 
is  a  great  pioneer  of  the  true  type ;  he 
exemplifies  the  ruggedest  virtues  of  the 
pioneer ;  he  was  and  is  a  co-builder  of  a 
great  commonwealth  and  great  church 
May  he  live  yet  many  years  that  the 
youth  of  the  state  may  have  him  as  a  liv- 
ing example  of  the  true  citizen  and  devout 
Christian  and  that  his  church  ma\  still 
profit   from   his   counsel."

We  talk  of  Christ,  we  rejoice  ,  in

Master  of  many  Trades  and  Occupations 

receives   First   College    Degree  from   the 

Utah    Agricultural     College,     3rd     June, 

1934,  at  the  age  of  81  years. 

The  following  short  article  is  taken 
from  the  Deseret  News,  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,    1st    June,    1934.  Even    though 

President  Ivins  had  only  three  months  of 
actual  schooling  in  mediocre  instruction 
a  vear  during  his  boyhood,  still  he  made 
books  his  companions  during  his  adult 
life.— D. 

"  I  have  graduated  in  many  occupa- 
tions but  this  is  the  first  time  I  ever  re- 
ceived  a   decree." 
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With  this  comment  Anthony  \Y.  Ivins, 
of  the  First  Presidency  of  the  L.D.S. 
Church,  to-day  recalled  much  that  he  had 
done  in  a  long  lifetime  of  activity  but 
couldn't  seem  to  make  up  his  mind  which 
of  the  many  things  he  had  succeeded  in 
was  responsible  for  the  fact  that  to- 
morrow morning  at  Logan  he  is  to  receive 
an  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

"  My  graduations  have  been  many,"  he 
said,  "  I  am  a  graduate  at  cooking  and 
dishwashing.  Maybe  the  food  wasn't 
prepared  according  to  the  methods  of 
domestic  science  but  we  never  had  to 
throw  any  of  it  away. 

V  Few  men  have  shovelled  more  dirt 
in  a  lifetime  than  I  have  in  my  occupation 
as  farmer.  I  have  eaten  fruit  from  trees 
that  I  have  planted  in  soil  where  only 
thistles  and  sagebrush  grew  before. 

I  am  a  graduate  blacksmith.  I  have 
shod  enough  horses  to  mount  a  good 
sized  detail  of  the  United  States  arm}. 
I  was  an  expert  at  this  and  had  much 
of  it   to  do. 

"  I  have  read  and  studied  geology 
until  I  am  familiar  with  the  rocks  and 
their  formations.  I  have  read  and  stud- 
ied chemistry  until  I  am  somewhat  of  a 
chemist. 

Although  never  having  studied  engi- 
neering I  have  surveyed  and  platted 
land,  laid  out  canals  and  roads  which 
have  met  the  approval  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

"  I  have  fixed  broken  legs  and  sewed 
up  scalp  wounds  and  otherwise  been  a 
medical  doctor,  mostly  because  no  one 
else  around  could  do  it  any  better  than 
I  could.  I  have  treated  people  for  nearly 
all  diseases  in  the  catalogue. 

"  I  served  as  a  lawyer  for  years  and 
have  convicted  many  criminals,  even 
though    I    never    had    a    degree." 

With  a  whimsical  smile  the  white- 
haired  veteran  of  pioneer  days  paused  to 
further  recollect  his  "  graduated  "  occu- 
pations. 

"  I  guess  at  one  time  or  another  I  have 
done  most  everything,"  he  remarked. 

"  Have  you  ever  worked  on  a  news- 
paper? "    he    was    asked. 

"  Yes,  I  was  once  editor  of  ;i  school 
paper." 


In  addition  to  ;ill  these  occupations, 
each  of  which  was  followed  ;is  ;i  means 
of  earning  a  livelihood. 

President  Ivins  has  indulged  in  many 
hobbies.       He  says  they  are  not  hobbies 

but  just  things  he's  interested  in. 

"  What    is   your   greatest    "  hobby?  " 

"  Books,"  he  said  readily.  "  I  have 
travelled  all  over  the  world  by  means  <»i 
books.  I  have  been  in  the  arctic  with 
Franklin,  Kane,  Bartlett,  Peary,  Amund- 
son,  and  Steffenson.  In  the  antarctic 
with  Shackleton,    Byrd  and  Scott. 

"  I  have  been  over  the  long  Labrador 
trail  with  Dillon  and  Wallace.  Through 
the  rockies  with  Bridger,  Kit  Carson, 
Bonneville  and  Fremont.  I  have  been 
in  Kentucky  with  Boone,  and  Texas  with 
David  Crockett.  I  have  been  in  Arizona 
with    Frederick   Remington. 

"  I  have  travelled  up  and  down  Mexico 
with  Prescott,  Bancroft,  Solis  and  others. 
I  have  been  to  Central  America  with 
Stevens  and  Catherwood. 

"  I  have  been  up  the  Amazon  and  down 
the  Orinoco  with  Casper  Whitney.  I 
have  been  in  Peru  with  Prescott  and 
Pedro  de  Leon,  and  around  Cape  Horn 
with  Magellan,  and  the  Cape  of  (Jood 
Hope  with  Yasco  da  Gama." 

That's  just  a  brief  sample  of  his  great- 
est hobby.  President  Ivins  has  often 
told  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
Bible  and  other  works  of  scripture  while 
in  the  saddle  riding  range  and  herding 
cattle,  another  of  his  unmentioned  occu- 
pations. 

When  asked  what  his  reaction  is  to  the 
honour  bestowed  upon  him,  President 
Ivins   thoughtfully    said  : 

"  I  am  quite  composed.  I  am  neither 
elated  or  depressed  as  it  comes  too  late 
in  life  to  make  any  material  difference. 
I  am,  however,  grateful  for  the  honour 
carried  with  it  and  happy  to  be  found 
worthy  to  receive  it." 

When  President  Ivins  goes  to  Logan 
to-morrow  morning  he  will  be  accom- 
panied   by    Mrs.    Ivins. 

"  I  wouldn't  think  of  going  without 
her.  She  has  been  with  me  during  thick 
and  thin,  and  in  all  these  things  I  have 
talked  about  she  has  helped.  The  honour 
is  as  much  hers  as  mine."

SOME    DISSENSIONS  AMONG 
MEMBERS. 

An  Elder  recently  reported  to  the 
Mission  President  that  in  the  district  he 
represented  "  there  was  some  dissension 
among-  the  members."  This  same  thing- 
has  been  said  occasionally  of  other 
branches.  Of  course,  all  saints  know 
that  contentions  among  the  members  of 
the  Church  or  even  between  or  among 
individuals  do  not  breathe  the  spirit  of 
love  and  good-will.  Needless  to  say, 
therefore,    that   they   are   wrong. 

Experience  shows  that  contention 
among  the  members  in  a  branch  greatly 
handicaps  the  progress  of  the  branch,  and 
sometimes  even  results  in  temporarily 
wrecking  it.  Can  any  person1  be  a  true 
convert  who  allows  himself  to  engage  in 
disputes,  quarrels  and  fights?  Can  any- 
one be  a  true  convert  and  knowingly  be 
guilty  of  doing  aught  that  will  hurt  the 
branch,  injure  any  one  of  its  members, 
or  tend  to  bring  discredit  upon  the 
Church?  The  spirit  of  the  Head  of  this 
Church,  Jesus  Christ,  is  the  spirit  of  love. 
Satan  knows  this,  and  all  members  ought 
to  know  it.  And  Satan  knows  very  well, 
too,  if  he  can  stir  up  any  kind  of  trouble 
or  in  any  way  weaken  the  love  that  all 
members  should  have  for  one  another,  he 
is  blocking  the  progress  of  the  work  of 
the  Lord. 

Members  of  the  Church,  why  do  you 
permit  yourselves  to  become  tools  in  the 
hands  of  the  evil  one  in  his  wily  efforts  to 
destroy  the  very  work  you  profess  to 
love?  We  are  speaking  very  plainly,  for 
there  are  a  few  cases  in  which  plain 
speaking  seems  to  be  needed.  You  were 
led  into  the  waters  of  baptism  only  after 
you  professed  repentance  of  your  sins,  a 
turning  away  from  an  overcoming  of  evil- 
doing  and  of  bad  habits.  Were  you  sin- 
cere in  your  repentance?  If  any  one  qi 
you  were  insincere,  you  felt  no  thrill  when 
you  were  confirmed  a  member  of  the 
Church.       The  Lord  knew  vour  heart  and 


the  Holy  Ghost  was  withheld  from  vou. 
Hut  if  you  were  repentant  and  in  vour 
weakness  now  indulge  in  fault-finding, 
or  evil  -speaking,  or  for  any  other  reason 
you  have  lost  the  spirit  of  love  for  your 
brethren  and  sisters,  you  are  in  great 
danger  of  apostaey  and  in  great  need  of 
repentance. 

If  any  of  your  brethren  have  injured 
you,  or  done  you  a  wrong,  you  only  do 
another  wrong  when  you  retaliate  in  kind 
or  allow  bitterness  or  ill-will  to  develop 
in  you.  But  in  a  spirit  of  forgiveness 
you  should  go  to  the  offending  party  and 
tell  him  kindly  what  he  has  done  and  try 
to    adjust    matters    with    him.  "  And 

above  all  things,  clothe  yourself  with 
the  bond  of  charity,  as  with  a  mantle, 
which  is  the  bond  of  perfectness  and 
peace."  (Doctrine  and  Covenants  88  : 
125.)  If  between  you,  matters  cannot 
be  satisfactorily  adjusted,  then  you  may 
go  to  the  branch  president  and  invite  his 
help  in  effecting  a  settlement.  But  in 
no  case  are  you  justified  in  stirring  up 
trouble.  On  the  other  hand,  vou  are  re- 
quired to  forgive  the  offender ;  so  the 
Master  taught. 

We  have  heard  of  investigators  going 
to  a  sacrament  meeting  without  return- 
ing. They  become  so  disgusted  with 
the  back-biting  and  lack  of  unity-  and 
love  which  they  witnessed  that  they  left 
the  meeting  place  confident  that  the 
members  did  not  belong  to  the  Church  of 
Christ,  else  the  love  for  which  He  stood 
would  be  manifested  among  them.  Now  , 
brethren  and  sisters,  we  call  these  things 
to  your  attention  in  the  fond  hope  that 
each  of  you  will  measure  up  fully  to  the 
certain  dutv  you  assumed  by  joining  the 
Church — the  duty  of  so  conducting  your- 
selves that  your  acts  will  be  as  good 
fruit  bv  which  a  desirable  tree  is  judged. 
Good  works  are  more  effective  in  teach - 
-ing  the  Gospel  than  eloquent  words  from 
unworthy  lips.  Let  your  mouths  and 
thoughts  and  hearts  be  clean,  manifesting 
abundantly  the  sweet  spirit  of  charity  and 
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love  toward  all  to  the  end  thai  peace, 
unity  and  harmonious  cooperation  may 
exist  among  the  members  in  every 
branch.  Then  the  great  joy  thai  comes 
to  everyone  who  fully  lives  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  will  be  the  happy  reward  given 
to   true   saints   of   the    living   God.  A 

spirit  of  peace,  forbearance,  good-will, 
helpfulness  and  brotherly  love  always 
characterises  a   saint. — M. 

WORD  OF  WISDOM 
PERPLEXITIES. 

Recently  a  mission  president  wrote  to 
us  for  information  on  a  question  "  which 
is     causing      some      discussion      among 

missionaries  and  saints.  It  is  in  regard 
to  the  present  status  of  the  Word  ot 
Wisdom."  This  problem,  he  wrote,  is 
troubling-  some  of  the  saints  who  "  de- 
manded that  one  of  the  members  be  dis- 
fellowshipped  for  eating  white  bread." 
Furthermore,  it  has  been  taught  in  this 
mission  "  that  the  Word  of  Wisdom  was 
made  a  law  to  the  Church  in  1870  by  a 
vote  of  the  General   Conference." 

Now  the  Word  of  Wisdom  has  been 
called  the  "  Lord's  Law  of  Health."  It 
is  found  written  in  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  Section  89,  and  was  received 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  as  a  divine 
revelation  in  February,  1833.  At  that 
time  the  science  of  dietetics  was  unborn, 
and  learned  men  knew  little  about  "the 
facts  stated  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 
But  within  the  last  fifty  years,  anil  par- 
ticularly within  the  last  thirty  years, 
numerous  studies  have  been  made  by 
able  investigators  in  the  Held  of  dietetics. 
These  studies  have  completely  confirmed 
the  truths  taught  in  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom. And  out  of  these  have  come  facts 
that  fully  justify  learned  specialists  in 
declaring  that  food  and  its  eating  is  the 
most  influential  factor  in  determining  the 
health   of   the   people.  One  prominent 

American   doctor   recently   wrote   a   widely 
read  book   entitled,    Health   via    Food. 

But,  as  might  be  expected,  out  of  the 
new  dietetics  have  sprung  some  ideas  that 
may  be  termed  lads.  And  many  be- 
lievers in  the  divinity  of  the  Word  ol 
Wisdom  have  been  more  or  less  influ- 
enced by  these  fads.  Occasionally  cer- 
tain      faddist       teachings       have       been, 
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unfortunately,  presented  in  connection 
with  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  Hence  some 
Church  members  have  been  confused  as 
to  what  is  and  what  is  not  the  Word  of 
Wisdom.  But     all     such     could     easily 

settle  these  questions  for  themselves  b) 
a  careful  reading  and  study  of  section  89 
of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  What 
is  not  written  in  the  Word  of  Wisdom  i- 
not   a  pari    ol    it. 

Now  the  above  is  not  written  with  a 
thought  of  discouraging  the  study  of 
dietetics.  On  the  other  hand,  this  writer 
believes  that  very  much  profit  can  come 
from  a  Careful  study  of  the  facts  deter- 
mined by  this  science.  So  far  as  he 
knows  none  of  these  facts  cast  any 
shadow  of  doubt  on  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom. Bui  is  it  not  wise  to  avoid  con- 
fusing ideas  derived  from  a  study  of  diete- 
tics with  the  written  Word  of  Wisdom? 
And  certainly  no  justification  can  be  found 
for  withdrawing  Church  fellowship  from 
;i    consumer    of    white    bread.  The    only 

kind  of  bread  that  one  of  the  general 
authorities  of  the  Church  eats  is  white. 
Yet  perhaps  no  member  o\'  the  Church  is 
;i  more  careful  and  conscientious  observer 
of  the  Word  of  Wisdom  than  be.  The 
highest  medical  authority  in  the  United 
Slates  has  forbidden  him' to  eat  any  other 
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than  white  bread.  A  well -known  and 
widely  experienced  physician,  a  Church 
member  who  teaches  that  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  is  the  best  health  document  ever 
written,  prescribes  white  bread  to  all  his 
patients  who  have  trouble  with  their 
digestive  tract. 

And  yet  this  writer  believes  that  the 
weight  of  scientific  opinion  is  certainly  in 
favour  of  whole  meal  bread  for  people  in 
normal  health.  But  "  what  is  one  man's 
meat  is  another  man's  poison.  A  wise 
person  does  not  eat  what  he  knows  will 
distress  him,  or  be  injurious  to  him.  Milk 
is  declared  by  the  highest  scientific  autho- 
rity to  be  the  most  nearly  perfect  food 
we  have.  And  yet  there  are  some  people, 
apparently  normal,  who  cannot  drink 
milk.  Brethren  and  sisters,  we  are  com- 
manded to  "  judge  not."  On  the  other 
hand,  the  Master  taught  that  we  should 
love  one  another  and  be  patient,  chari- 
table, forgiving,  and  helpful  to  one 
another.        Let   us   follow   the   Master. 

As  to  the  Word  of  Wisdom  being  a 
law  of  the  Church  :  Do  not  these  instruc- 
tions have  the  force  of  a  law  Available 
records  do  not  show  that  a  General  Con- 
ference in  1870  or  any  other  time  voted 
the  Word  of  Wisdom  to  be  a  law  of  the 
Church.  But  it  is  true  that  President 
Brigham  Young  and  presidents  of  the 
Church  since  him  have  repeatedly  urged 
the  people  to  observe  the  Word  of  Wis- 
dom. But  why  quibble  over  this  matter? 
The  document  itself  says  it  was  given 
"  not  by  commandment,  or  constraint  but 
by  revelation  ....  showing  forth  the 
order  and  will  of  God."  When  "the 

order  and  will  of  God  "  is  made  known 
to  a  Latter-day  Saint,  what  does  duty  and 
good  sense  call  him  to  do?  No  con- 
sistent Latter-day  Saint  can  do  aught  but 
be  "  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  vir- 
tuous," prayerful,  observe  the  Word  of 
Wisdom  and  the  law  of  tithing,  honour 
his  Priesthood,  attend  sacrament  meet- 
ings, and  be  faithful  in  performing  every 
duty  asumed  by  him  in  his  surrender  to 
Jesus  Christ,  the  only  name  under  heaven 
by  which  he  can  be  saved  in  the  great 
beyond,   the   destination   of  everv  soul.

THE  LAW  OF  TITHING. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to 
a  law  that  the  Lord  has  given  to  us  in 
this  dispensation  as  a  part  of  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Gospel,  which  law  he  has  also 
required  people  of  other  dispensations  to 
obey.  He  has  said  through  a  revela- 
tion to  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  that 
his  people  shall  give  one-tenth  of  their 
interest  annually  for  the  building  up  of 
the  Church  of  God  upon  the  earth.  That 
is  a  commandment  ;  that  is  one  of  God's 
commandments.  I  wonder  how  faith- 
fully we  as  Latter-day  Saints  are  keeping 
that  commandment?  That  comes  near 
home,    does   it   not? 

Is  it  necessary  that  we  keep  that  com- 
mandment referring  to  temporalities? 
Well,  I  do  not  see  how  God's  work  could 
be  carried  on  very  well  without  it. 
Think  of  the  means  that  are  required  and 
paid  out  of  the  tithes  of  the  Church, 
tithes  of  the  people,  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  poor  of  the  Church,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Temples  of  the  Church,  for 
the  maintenance  of  our  missionary  work 
abroad  and  at  home,  for  the  ministry 
in  the  stakes  and  wards,  and  for  the  up- 
building of  tabernacles,  chapels,  amuse- 
ment halls,  and  for  things  that  are  neces- 
sary for  the  worship  of  the  Latter-day 
Saints  and  the  service  of  the  Lord. 

Can  the  Church  get  along  without  the 
tithes?  If  it  were  not  for  those  who  are 
faithful  in  the  payment  of  their  tithes  I 
do  not  know  what  would  become  of  the 
work  of  the  Lord.  Everyone  of  us  that 
pays  a  full  tithing  is  doing  his  full  share 
so  far  as  the  tithing  of  the  Church  is 
concerned,  toward  the  carrying  on  of  the 
work  of  God.  Every  man  or  wowan  in 
this  Church  who  is  not  paying  his  or  her 
tithing  is  not  entitled  to  a  place  in  the 
kingdom  which  we  are  building  up,  which 
will  be  given  to  the  Latter-day  Saints  in 
the  end.  There  will  be  no  inheritance 
there  for  them  as  I  understand  it. 

Brethren  and  sisters,  it  is  not  hearing 
the  word  of  God,  it  is  not  knowing  the 
word  of  God  that  is  going  to  save  us, 
but  he  that  knoweth  the  will  of  God  and 
doeth  it  not  is  to  be  beaten  with  many 
stripes.  He  that  knoweth  the  law  of 
God  and  doth  not  keep  it  is  to  be  under 
greater  condemnation  than  he  that  know- 
eth not  the  law. 
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sisters,  that  knows  not  the  law  of  the 
Gospel,  the  way  of  life  and  salvation,  the 
duties  and  obligations  that  are  thrust 
upon  us  as  members  of  the  Church. 
Knowing  the  way,  I  admonish  myself  and 
you,  my  brethren  and  sisters,  let  us  walk 
in  the  way  and  not  be  hearers  of  the 
word  only,  deceiving  ourselves,  but  let 
us  be  doers  of  it  also. — From  a  sermon 
by    Elder   George    F.    Richards.

it  if  they  had  been  permitted  to  tarry, 
shall  be  heirs  of  the  celestial  kingdom  of 
God ;  also  all  that  shall  die  henceforth 
without  a  knowledge  of  it,  who  would 
have  received  it  with  all  their  hearts, 
shall  be  heirs  of  that  kingdom,  for  I, 
the  Lord,  will  judge  all  men  according 
to  their  works,  according  to  the  desire 
of  their  hearts.  And  I  also  beheld  all 
children  who  die  before  they  arrive  at 
years  of  accountability,  are  saved  in  the 
celestial  kingdom  of  heaven 

"  Many  of  my  brethern  who  received 
the  ordinance  with  me  saw  glorious 
visions  also.  Angels  ministered  unto 
them  as  well  as  myself,  and  the  power 
of  the  Highest  rested  upon  us,  the  house 
was  filled  with  the  glory  of  God,  anil 
we  shouted  Hosanna  to  God  and  the 
Lamb." — Joseph  Smith.
